Tae Ching Mail iones Senhos. Horta an: - 
Apology. “In. its report*of his ‘recent 
evidence, it accidentally omitted a jor. 
tion which has a somewhat. direct - bear. 
ing on one important fact in the action, 
Regina v. Saint; That omission it will, 
prosently proceed to supply ; but a little 
matter of detail is necessary in order‘thag 
the public may appreciate the nature of 
our fault, and thaé must be prefaced by 
an explanation which’ is forced upon us 
by the extraordinary character of the 
proceedings that have. been. ‘instituted * 
against the defendant, . : -, ‘ 

Some folks of tender but. uneven con: 
‘seiences’ may blame us for making these li- 
-bol actions tlie subject of discussion in our 
columns, Under ordinary circumstances 
their objection would be good. For ine 
stance, in the private action which. the 
Rev, Mr Lobscheid instituted againat the 
China Sait in 1866, for alleged libel on - 
him in his capacity as coolie agent, it 
would have been highly improper on 
our part: to have referred to the -case ag 
‘parties thereto, for the public had only 
an indirect interest in it, inasmuch ag 
tho matter was between individuals 

But it is quito a different affair in 
Regina .v, Saint, Her Majesty, and 
therefore all her subjects, ave the prose” 
eutors, on behalf of another Monarch and 
all his“subjects. It is avowed by the © 
prosecution that no private injury has 
been done by the ‘alleged libels ; that the, 
damage, if way, affects only collective 
reputation and character ; that the funds 
for defraying the costs of ihe prosecution * 
come-out of a public exchequot ; and that 
ui all respects the China Mail is pursued 
for alleged public, and not’ for private, 
libels. For all of which reasons the de- 
fendant, fighting at long odds, claims the 
liberty: of descanting as freely ‘as -he 
chooses on the case as it is disclosed 
aginst him, atid hence he is induced to 
approach Sénhor Horta with an Apology, 
Aud now for the tittle matter of detail, 
which will lead to a better understanding

This 
official. after. much consideration of. the 
matter, confessed that he “should like to 
punish the scoundrels, but at the same time 
he was compelled to admit his inability to 
‘successfully curb the lawless actions of the 
men of this particular’ town of Choo-chi. 
He therefore applied that H.M’s Guaboat 
Bustard would. co-operate. and. agsiat the 
Amperial troops in subduing: this town’ of 
freebooters. - It was finally arranged that a 
gunboat should aasist the soldiers of the 
Taotai and accordingly when the Bustard 
was again put on the Swatow station, 16 was 
understood that she would do-her share of 
the work of annhilating thesa nen who 
had ‘attompted to cut short her stock: of 
provisions on.a previous-occasion: Ou the 
28th July the Bustard, having on board Mr 
G. P. Thompson, actitig Consul, as inter- 
preter, and D. C,- DM. Jones, of Swatow, 
started. fur Choo-chi, to cv-operate.. with 
about six hundred Mandarin. troops in -its 
reduction, The town is situated about-a 
mile and aalf from tlie “River bank, and 
is (or rather wax) strongly fortified’; lying 
in the midst of open rice folds it waa. pro- 
teoted ‘on’ the outside by earthworks, in 
many places ,three deep ditches lying 
‘between them, and: behind the. earthworke 
the walls of the town, Outside. the earth- 
works again, there .was.a kind of network 
of stout poles, lashed and nailed. togethe:, 
whilst in addition to the “many. ‘other. 
devices of the townsmen, the:wliole of the 
fields and paths adjoining were thickly 
staked, in:many places with “barbed iron 
apikes,. the remainder being of ‘hardwood, 
altogether a really formidable place. There 
was also placed iu ‘the town two pieces of 
ordnance, one ‘bearing the name (as was 
afterwatds discovered): of Gazebrook and 
Sons, Liverpool, ‘On the- 29th July, the 
Mandarin troops being prepaied, a demand

ed on the devoted town for about-an hour, 
the effects: of which so encouraged the 
Mandarin’s. party that. they “went in” 
again but.as béfore were repulsed with much 
loss... Night coming on hostilities wore put 
off uatil the morrow, (80th July), when the 
commander of the gunboat, with the agsjat- 
ance of coolios sent down by the maudarins, 
muthaged to get a 24-pound Howitzer in a 
good position within 600 yards of the town, 
anil opened fire at 10 a.m. -'Vhe execution 
dohe by the 24-pounder on the buildings of 
Choo-chi was considerable, avuiwithstandiug 
which, however, the inhabitants very well 
vesisted the imperial nen, who lost’ several 
more men, who were well cared foir-by Dr 
Jones. Lieutenant Johnson only having 
sixteen men with tho gun, could not assault

Having arrived, there- 
fore, once more before Chao chi, a de- 
muand was sent-in-for the - surrender 
of the town, and the place was given’ 
up on the following morning, when twenty- 
four wen of the gunboats with their officers 
marched into tho little-riest of rebellion, 
followed by tlic district Mandarins,-and 
about’ 20) ‘of their troops. The towns- | 
people yave in completely, and surrendered 
their guns é&e.; all tho earthworks anil other 
defences were éntirely destroyed and level-
